In a strikingly exhaustive report
on labor market and labor con-
ditions in Southern Californla, the
survey shows that the rate of
turnover in Torrance in all classes
of industrial workmen is only 16
percent, lower than in ‘any other
industrial community, ,some of
which run as high as 160 percent.
In this connection, the report
stateg: “Oné of the greatest assets
Which Torrdnée could have would
be a community of workmen en-
thusiastic about their positions and
interested in their town and
homes.”
